Over 
much of this region it was the worst 
day of the loug hot spell, the tem ­ 
perature being more than IOO degs. 
and no breeze stirring. 
Corn, oats, 
hay and potatoes are so badly injured 
that even with rain the yield would 
be short, and as the weather bureau 
gives no hope of relief the outlook is 
discouraging. 
At some places in Kan­ 
sas there has been no rainfall what 
ever for nearly three months. 
The 
present is the worst 
drouth since 
1800, when New England sent food to 
the settlers of Kansas. 
However, the past few years have 
been very prosperous ones, and even 
now the Kansas farm ers are harvest­ 
ing one of the largest crops of wheat. 
lf not the largest, In the history of the 
state. 
A great many counties send 
word that with rain corn will he a 
half crop; without rain soon no yield. 
A few say there Is yet hope for a fair 
harvest. 
Price of Hay Breaks the Record. 
Ha) sold during the morning for 
$20 a ton, a cent a pound, the highest 
price ever reached in this market. 
This is almost as much pound for 
pound as wheat is worth. 
Receipts 
were very small and most of the hay 
which came In was sold in tho country 
| before the drouth became so serious. 
Hay is so high here that It can be 
I shipped in from Minnesota or Ohio 
! or almost any state in the country that 
has a crop. 
Kansas and Missouri, which usually 
furnish as much hay as any three 
Eastern states and at this time of the 
year are shipping trainload* of hay 
to other points, are buying hay this 
year. 
In num erous places there is no 
pasturage and owners of cattle are 
shipnlng hay to their farms. 
Alfalfa 
has yielded well everywhere and will 
be the saltation of many farmers 
For the past five day* I IO,OOO hogs 
have been received at the stock yards, 
breaking all records.

Erickson was arraigned on a charge 
of contempt of court, in allowing a 
United States prisoner in his care tv* 
have unusual liiierties. 
The case was one of the utmost im­ 
portance to the federal authorities. 
In substance it was as follows: 
On April 30, George W . Wolf was 
convicted by the United States ary 
for illegal pine cutting in Hubbard 
county. 
Du June lo he was sen­ 
tenced to serve a sentence of three 
months in the Crow Wing county 
jail. 
He was accepted as a federal 
prisoner by Sheriff Erickson. 
About Ju ly I the marshal’s office 
was informed that Wolf was being 
allowed to roam about the town. 
Deputy Marshal Tufts was sent up 
to investigate. 
He found that Wolf 
had been at the railway station ©n 
June 30 unaccompanied, and that he 
had been boarding at the City hotel 
for ten days previous. 
The marshal 
reported this to the local office and 
had an order issued by the court to 
change the prisoner to the Ramsey 
county jail. 
This was done, and the 
man was brought here yesterday. 
In court Erickson, through his at­ 
torney. P. J. Murphy, admitted ai! 
the facts, and threw himself on the 
mercy of th** court.

Judge Lochren Said That Evi­ 


dence Showed Gross Neglect 


and Contempt. 


Sheriff Ole P. Erickson got out of 
the muddle in which he got mixed up 
in recently in the George Wolf mat 
ter with a small tine. 
The following 
is an account of the proceedings iii 
the Unite*! States court in St. Paul by 
the St. Paul Dispatch: 
“Ole P. Erickson, sheriff of Crow 
W ing county, was this morning sen­ 
tenced by Judge Lochren, in the 
United States district court, to pay a 
fine of $75 and the cost of the prosecu­ 
tion and to serve in the Ramsey county 
jail pending the payment of the fine 
and costs. 
Erickson was arraigned on a charge 
of contempt of court, in allowing a 
United States prisoner in his care to 
have unusual liberties. 
The case was one of the utmost im­ 
portance to the federal authorities. 
In substance it was as follows: 
On April 30, George VY, Wolf was 
convicted by the United States urv 
for illegal pine cutting in Hubbard 
county. 
On June 15 he was -en- 
tenced to serve a sentence of three 
months in the Crow Wing county 
jail. 
He was accepted as a federal 
prisoner by Sheriff Erickson. 
About Ju ly I the marshal’s office 
was informed that Wolf was- be ng 
allowed to roam about the town. 
Deputy Marshal Tufts was sent up 
to investigate. 
He found that Wolf 
had been at the railway station on 
June 30 unaccompanied, and that he 
had been boarding at the City hotel 
for ten days previous.

FINED 
AND 
REPRIMANDED. 


Judge Lodiren Said 
That Evi­ 


dence Showed Gross Neglect 
and Contempt. 


Sheriff Ole P. Erickson g*>t out of 
the muddle in which he got mixed up 
in recently in the George Wolf mat­ 
ter with a small fine. The following 
i* an account of the proceedings in 
the United State* court in St. Paul by 
the St. Paul Dispatch: 
“Ole P. Erickson, sheriff of Crow 
Wing county, was this morning sen­ 
tenced by J udge Loch re n. i n t he 
I'nited States district court, to pay a 
fine of 975and the cost of the prosecu­ 
tion and to serve in the Ramsey county 
jail pending the payment of the fine 
anti costs. 
Erickson was arraigned on a charge 
of contempt of court, in allowing a 
United States prisoner in his care to 
have unusual liberties. 
The case was one of the utmost im­ 
portance to the federal authorities. 
In substance it was as follows: 
On April 30, George W. Wo./ was 
convicted by the United States jury 
for illegal pine cutting in Hubbard 
countv. 
On June 15 he wn« *en- 
tenceo to serve a sentence of three 
months in the Crow Wing county 
jail. 
He was accepted as a federal 
prisoner by Sheriff Erickson. 
About July I the marshal 's office 
was informed that Wolf was being 
allowed to roam about the town. 
Deputy Marshal Tufts was sent up 
to investigate. 
He found that Wolf 
had been at the railway station on 
June 3b unaccompanied, and that he 
had been boarding at the City hotel 
for ten days previous. The marshal 
reported this to the local office and 
had an order issued by the court to 
change the prisoner to the Ramsey 
county jail. This was done, aud the 
man was brought here yesterday. 
In court Erickson, through hfs a t­ 
torney. P. J. Murphy, admitted «11 
the facts, and threw’ himself on the 
mercy of the court. The facts as re­ 
lated had taken place while he was 
absent from 
Brainerd, attending 
court, and had occurred without his 
knowledge. 
An application had been 
filed for a pardon for Wolf, toe stated, 
and that might have influenced his 
deputies to allow him more liberty 
than other prisoners. 
Mr. Purdy, for the government, 
stated tbat he did not want to have 
undue pressure borne on the defend­ 
ant. Other sheriffs in the northern 
part of the state had done the same 
thing. However, it was time that a 
lesson should be taught that officials 
undertaking government work must 
not neglect it. 
Judge Lochren, in passing sen­ 
tence, said tbat the evidence sliowed 
gross neglect and contempt for the 
orders of the court.
